OF WHITE RATS 
INVESTIGATION 


Sensational Post Mortem Will 
Begin October 15 


Inquiry Will Be of a Sweeping 
Nature 


Defunct Union’s Entire Past 
To Be Dug Up 


New York, Oct. 8—October 15 is 
the date upon which the books of 
the White Rats Actors’ Union will be- 
gin to give up their secrets to the 
world. Two weeks ago Supreme Court 
Justice Mitchell approved the appli- 
cation of Goldie Pemberton, a mem- 
ber of that organization, and Harry 
De Veaux, head of the Actors’ Inter- 
national Union, in which they asked 
for an inspection of the books of the 
former union. Justice Mitchell at 
that time appointed Lewis H. Schul- 
denfrei referee in the examination. 
Thursday afternoon Justice Mitchell 
signed the order and named October 
15 as the date of the initial hearing. 

Readers of The Billboard will re- 
eall that the application which has 
brought about the investigation al- 
leged the misappropriation of $200,000 
of the funds of the union. There is 
little doubt that the inquiry will be 
long drawn out, for those interested 
will go into every detail and rake over 
the affairs of the White Rats with a 
fine tooth comb. The opening hear- 
ing on October 15 will probably be 
entirely devoted to a discussion of 
technical matters, the determining of 
the length of hearings and a consid- 
eration of all preliminary details. 

J. and A. Sapinsky, legal represen- 
tatives of Miss Pemberton, made the 
following statement yesterday, which 
indicates somewhat what may be ex- 
pected as to the mode of procedure. 

“Harry Mountford,”* said the at- 
torneys, “has somehow got it into his 
head that, under the order, we will 
only have scope to go into the tran- 
sactions of the White Rats during the 
past year. He is wrong, for the order 
will permit us to dig up the past of 
the White Rats and to go into all 
their transactions clear back to the 
very beginning. And this is what we 
are going to do, for we insist on get- 
ting to the root of this mystery of an 
organization which handled large 
revenues and which finally ends up 
without a dollar. 

“Someone got it and we intend to 
find out, to learn whether the money 
Was dissipated in real estate or in un- 
authorized loans, or where it went. In

WAR TAX WILL 
BE BODY BLOW 
TO MANY TEN- 
CENT THEATERS 


C. C. Pettijohn Says Effect Will 
Be Serious 


One-Quarter of These Houses 
Could Not Survive 


Picture Men Should Work for 
Elimination of Tax 


New York, Oct. 8.—<C. C. Pettijohn, 
general manager of the American Ex- 
hibitors’ Associaton, does not mini- 
mize the effect that the war.tax, in 
its present form, will have on picture 
houses. He believes it will mean 
death to one-quarter of the ten-cent 
theaters and that it will force a gen- 
eral increase in admission prices at 
theaters. He is optimistic, however, 
and says that exhibitors should aim 
to be able to show by carefully com- 
piled figures that the tax on ten-cent 
theaters should be eliminated in De- 
cember. Mr. Pettijohn’s opinion fol- 
lows: 

“The war tax will cause a great 
hardship, especially on ten-cent thea- 
ers. They motion picture exhibitors 
of the United States have been most 
willing to do their bit for Uncle Sam. 
Their screens have been at the dis- 
posal of the Government for war loan, 
food conservation, Red Cross and other 
Government propaganda work. I have 
never heard of a single theater in the 
United States refusing to co-operate 
in this great work. 

“I believe that the tax as it now ex- 
ists will put twenty-five per cent of 
the ten-cent houses out of business. 
Another twenty-five per cent will take 
the chance of raising the price or 
dropping back to a five-cent program. 
And probably fifty per cent wiil be 
able to continue a ten-cent program 
as before. My understanding is that 
this matter will be regulated in such 
manner that the tax will be paid by 
the persons seeking admission. 

“If the Government would print 
tickets in the sums of eleven, seven- 
teen, twenty-two and twenty-eight 
cents, and sell these tickets to motion 
picture exhibitors for one, two and 
three cents, it would simplify the de- 
tail work at the box office of the thea- 
ters and insure the Government a full 
return on the tax without a separate 
checking. 

“If every exhibitor in the United 
States will make a complete report 
thirty days after the tax goes into ef- 
fect to the headquarters of either of 
the exhibitors’ organizations it will 
give us some intelligent figures and

When the new Plymouth opens Wednesday, with Arthur Hopkins’ pre- 
sentation of Clare Kummer’s A Successful Calamity, which William Gillette 
will again use after its last season’s success, the Shuberts will have brought 
to a head a rare accomplishment. 

But the record of four is yet incomplete. Another theater on the roof of 
the Forty-Fourth Street Theater is being completed for a new revue, called 
Over the Top, in which Justine Johnstone and T. Roy Barnes are to scintillate. 


Whatever personality is, that’s what the Academy of Music has, if a de- 
tailed statement from the alleged pen of William Fox may be believed.

Up Go the Theater Prices 


Globe Takes First Definite Step and 
Others Will Fsilow 


New York, Oct. 6.—The Globe 
Theater has taken the first definite 
step toward the general increase in 
jthe price of tickets which is looked 
for at the theaters housing the big 
dramatic and musical productions. 
For the coming engagement of Fred 
Stone at The Globe orchestra seats 
will cost three dollars. An official 
statement from The Globe declares 
that the increase is due to the fact 
that the theatrical cost of production 
has about doubled since the begin- 
ning of the war and that theater tick- 
ets are about the only things which 
have not advanced. A few years ago, 
it is explained, the Fred Stone produc- 
tion could have been staged for $50,- 
000, but that the cost of production 
will actually run close to the $100,000 
mark. This price will be exclusive of 
the war tax, so that when the tax be- 
comes effective December 1 a ticket 
will cost $3.30. 

It is known that other theaters are 
discussing the matter of an increase 
and that an announcement of such in- 
crease is looked for at an early date 
from the Winter Garden and Century. 
At these two theaters, however, if the 
scale is raised to three dollars that 
amount will be made to include the 
war tax, so that the management will 
be really getting only a trifle over the 
former price.

SCARCITY OF GOOD MATERIAL 
CONFRONTS CHICAGO AGENTS 


Production of Acts Planned as Remedy for Existing 
Conditions—Acts Making Good on Small 
Circuits Are Quickly Snapped Up 
for Big Time 


Chicago, Nov. 8.—Local vaudeville 
agencies are striving their utmost to 
relieve the off-color aspect of vaude- 
ville for both big-time and smalier 
circuits. Heretofore, in big-time 
circles, Chicago was enabled to “rest 
on its oars” more or less, inasmuch as 
most of the real work of supplying 
acts was taken care of in the East. 


But, now, with few new acts of the 
right caliber available and with the 
Eastern market groaning under the 
inability to secure headliners, the 
wheels of action in the West, which 
should be in touch with fine timber, 
have grown rusty. It is very much 
like a big corporation which has al- 
ways found plenty of raw material, 
and which has heretofore devoted all 
departments to refining it, suddenly 
confronted with a scarcity of this raw 
material and finding all its “handling” 
departments of no use while seeking 
it. j 

The men of the bigger agencies, 
whose greatest former assertion of 
ability lay in coping with problems 
growing out of the relations between 
organized vaudeville and organized 
actors, now find themselves helpless 
when the requirement is the direct 
production of good material on a slack 
market. 

There are many plans under way— 
from original production of acts to 
taking good material from smaller 
circuits. But the former requires con- 
siderable time and what vaudeville 
needs is a remedy for pressing present 
conditions. 

With the bigger circuits ready to 
snap up any acts at all pretentious, 
the smaller circuits are having a 
rather hard time of it, especially in 
view of the decrease in the number of 
available acts. Some peculiar facts 
have made themselves evident be- 
eause of this condition. One is the 
surprisingly large financial resources 
of most of the smaller circuits, as evi-

WILL READ CONTRACTS NOW 


Ruling of Managers’ Association Will 
Put Performers on Their Guard— 
Breach of Contract Only Cause 
for Desertion 


New York, Oct. 6.—The Vandeville Managers’ 
Protective Association came out flatfooted this 
week with the announcement that it would no 
longer condone the sin, on the part of the 
performers, who desert a bill for trivial causes. 

It has reached the point where too many 
Performers, the association believes, hold a 
contract too lightly. Contracts are broken 
often times for the most trivial reasons, and, 
in some instances, on what appear to be manu- 
factured excuses, The most common cause of 
trouble in this respect is thru the unwillingness 
of acts to play the position given them on a 
bill. Time and time again a bill has to be 
overhauled at the last minute because of the 
failure of an act to take its place, 

The association takes the ground that the 
performer should be a good enough business 
man to see that the contract he signs imposes 
no conditions which he objects to and no re- 
sponsibilities with which he is not willing to 
comply. It takes the ground that having once 
signed such a contract the performer should 
live up to it in every respect, and that the only 
thing which can justify him in leaving the bill 
in the lurch is a breach of contract on the 
part of the manager. 

Vaudeville performers learned of the ruling 
and discussed it with much interest. ‘“Why,”’ 
said qa well-known performer, ‘“‘these contracts 
all read about alike.

That statement tells the whole story In a 
nutshell, If the average actor gave a little 
more attention to business detail he would have 
less frequent cause to complain about a con- 
tract which contained things he should aoave 
known about, but which he overlooked.

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BURLESQUE MEN WORK UP 
DEMAND FOR NEW CIRCUIT 


Disgruntled Franchise Holders, Would-Be Franchise 
Holders and Others Said To Be Laying 


Plans for Opposition Burlesque 
Another Season 


New York, Oct. 6.—Underground rumors are 
coming to the surface which indicate that 
plans are already on foot to give the Columbia 
and American burlesque opposition next season, 
So many rumors of new burlesque circuits have 
come to naught in the past that the officials 
of the two established circuits are wont to 
greet these rumors with a smile, but there are 
unusual conditions in burlesque at the present 
time which make the threat of a new circuit 
more formidable than in the past, 


Last season the holding of a franchise on 
elther circuit was a gold mine for the pro- 
ducer, and, if conditions keep up this season 
as they have started off, the producers will 
make more money even than last year. Shrewd 
producers believe that burlesque is to be the 
one best bet of the future, and it is human 
nature for them to want to get in on the game. 
But burlesque is pretty well sewed up today. 
No one who holds a franchise is willing to drop 
out of the game, and a vacancy only occurs 
when a producer is thrown out bodily or some- 
thing unusual bappens. Last year there was 
a lively scramble to secure franchises, but 
practically everyone was disappointed. 

There are producers on the No. 2 Circuit who 
have wearied of their efforts to get No. 1 
franchises, and one of these is known to be 
actively engaged at the present time working 
on a plan for another circuit to operate next 
season, It is also known that some things have 
eccurred within the inner circle which have 
produced some hotheads and that these gentle- 
men, while hanging in the background, have 
stated that they will look favorably upon any- 
thing that looks at al) feasible in the way of 
a third circuit p ition. Another element 
that enters into this movement is the fact that 
the Columbia Amusement Company franchises 
are now running toward their limitation and that 
some of the producers on that circuit know 
that they are slated for the ax. One of these 
confided to a Billboard representative that he 
knew he was ‘‘washed up,’’ but that he did not 
intend to retire from the burlesque field, 

Officials of the two circuits, however, scout 
the idea of another circuit, They think that

Columbia and American burlesque has the 
country pretty well honeycombed and that 4& 
third circuit would have difficult work finding 
desirable houses in desirable cities. In other 
words, they feei that the two circuits are giv- 
ing the country about all the organized high- 
class burlesque that the country will support. 


NICKEL’S FOLLY 


Baltimore, Md., Oct, 6.—Hon, Nickel has 
bought the Monumental Theater, so long famous 
for its burlesque attractions. It has been re- 
christened The Folly, and after a thoro reno- 
vation, inside and out, will be opened October 
15, under the management of Simon Driesen, 
as a stock burlesque house. Mr. Driesen has 
engaged an exceptionally clever cast, and a 
chorus of thirty sprightly beauties. In addition 
to the ‘regular performances boxing, wrestling 
and other athletic contests will be a weekly 
feature. 


HIP, HIP, HOORAY HERALD 


New York, Oct. 6.—This publication has said 
so much about the cheap advertising matter 
used by burlesque shows that it takes pleasure 
in referring to a herald which is being used by 
the Hip, Hip, Hooray Girls. This is an elegant 
souvenir of the show, printed in colors, on heavy, 
coated stock. It is the class of herald used by 
the big musical shows, but always regarded as 
too expensive for burlesque. George F. Bel- 
frage, producer of this company, says the 
heralds, in the quantity he uses them, will cost 
him $1,200 more during the season than the 
cheaper heralds he has been in the habit of 
using, but he has already been convinced that 
the heralds are better worth the difference. He 
has found that people pay attention to these 


heralds and save them. At every theater the 
show plays many requests are made for the 
heralds. This show did the banner business of 
the Columbia Circuit last year, and thus far 
this season its average receipts have been far 
in excess of last year’s opening weeks. The new 
herald has done its share toward contributing 
to this success, and producers are again urged 
to give more attention to the quality of their 
advertising and publicity matter.

Posing as ‘‘Middleman’”’ He 
Again'Performsin Same 
Old Way—Offers Serv- 


ices of Composers 


“For ways that are dark and tricks that are 
vain.’’—Bret Harte, 

Somewhere, some time ago, we came across 
as essay in which the author argued that peni- 
tentiaries are filled with the poor boobs who 
failed in crooked endeavors, whereas the success- 
ful evildoers roam the outside world‘ in compara- 
tive security. 

We are inclined to believe that the author had 
that penny-robber, the song shark, in mind. 
Many of him are in prison, due to the activities 
of Goyernment agents, but some of him still ex- 
tract the pennies from the unsuspecting enthu- 
siasts. 

The fellow who printed the songs which never 
saw the light of day via music counters and 
which were advertised only in the company of 
hundreds of: others, all the titles crowded into 
an inch or two of space, has ceased to operate. 
Tle had to, 

But his place in the world of crime is capably 
filled by a new bloodsucker, the self-styled mid- 
dieman, who does things for $12 that would put 
patent medicine to shame. 

The middleman is neither a lyricist nor a 
composer, but he is in touch with some of the 
world’s greatest in each branch, who cheerfully 
await his beck and call and perform their work 
nobly for a portion of the $12, Just what part 
of the $12 the middleman must cough up to 
these experts is not quite clear, but it can't be 
much or the middleman would not be in a posi- 
tion to operate profitably. 

One of these middlemen, who unsuccessfully 
endeavored to publish a song of his own some 
time ago—a youth who has not yet celebrated 
the seventeenth anniversary of his birth—stepped 
in the other day and asked us for a mailing list 
of people who would like to become song writers. 
He explained that advertising for these aspirants 
was a rather long-drawn-out process, as you 
can’t reach enough of them at once in that 
manner. It would be much better to have a 
malling list and reach all the suckers (tho he 
didn’t call them that) at once. 

We asked him to explain the manner in which 
he handled queries in reply to his advertise- 
ments and he gave us a little folder and a list 
beaded ‘‘Reliable Publishers of Standard and 
Popular Music.’’ 

The folder (which he claimed to have prepared 
himself, but which we knew did not emanate 
from his youthful brain) was highly illuminating. 
It begins in the old reliable, quack manner, 
referring to the profitable nature of the word- 
writing angle of the “literary work’’ involved 
in song writing, stating that music is ‘‘now 
looked upon almost as a necessity,’’ that sheet 
music ‘‘is sold annually in this country alone 
at an annual profit that it would be difficult 
to estimate.’’ 

Now the plot thickens, for the folder states: 
“Seme notable successes are Down in Panama, 
Meet Me in Junetime, Junic; Mammy’s Little 
Chocolate Babe, They’re Wearing Them Higher 
in Hawali, On the Trail of the Lonesome Pine, 
Hello, Frisco, Yaaka Hula Hicki Dula, and many 
more which bear the names of some of the com- 
posers and arrangers whom we select to handle 
your work.’’ 

It will doubtless interest Harry Carroll, Pete 
Wendling, Dave Stamper and Halsey Moore to 
learn that they are alluded to as part of the 
staff honored with the task of preparing mel- 
odies and fixing up lyrics for a portion of the 
$12 per which the middleman reasonably charges 
for the entire task of elevating an amateur’s 
effort to class hits. That the gentlemen men 
tioned are complimented is clearly intimated in 
a later paragraph, which reads: ‘‘We are not 
50 per cent royalty publishers nor are we of 
the kind that have a staff of writers to handle 
your work. We are dependable. Our references 
ean be acquired anywhere.’ Jost hy the next 
line is in quotation marks is hard to understand, 
but it is, and it reads: ‘‘We select a composer 
to compose musie to your work. A composer 
whom we see fit to handle your work Therefcre 
offering you the best that can be gotten. We 
ask you for an opportunity to help yon in this 
disappointing field and know that you will be

it is true that they have dropped from sight, it is, nevertheless, a fact that many refuse to 
permit themselves to get entirely out of touch. This application enables them to strike as ef- 
fectively as ever when the opportunity knocks. 


A TRADE 


An inordinately successful writer, who weathered the poverty period successfully and is now 
chalking up his earnings in several figures, takes pleasure in referring to his song writing as 
a trade. ‘I spent a long time learning my trade,’”’ he avers, ‘‘and now that I’m getting my 
reward I intend to apply what I have learned in a calculating manner.’’ This kind of talk 
does not appeal to those who are inclined to look upon song writing as a matter of inspiration. 
Yet we believe that the writer has the proper perspective. The chap who can look upon things 
in a calculating manner is the one who always has a new catalog in sight when his current songs, 
however successful, ure beginning to wane in popularity. Such a writer is not often caught with- 


out ideas when the possession of them is essential. 


That song writing is really a trade, after

the country.’’ 

We have examined this list, and feel certain 
that Church Paxson, Leo Feist, T. B. Marms, F. 
B, Uaviland, Joseph W. Stern, M. Witmark & 
Sons, Frank K. Root & Co., Will Rossiter and 
Vandersloot will be overjoyed to learn that they 
are included with the forty ‘‘reliable”’ publishers, 
tho we are equally sure that Tlenry Waterson, 
Jerome TI. Remick, Harry Von Tilzer, the Broad- 
way Corporation and Joe Morris must feel cha- 
grined to contemplate that the one who prepared 
this long list did not deem them “reliable.” 

Seriously speaking, an examination of this 
bunk proposition convinces us that somewhere, 
perhaps in New York City, a fellow (or group 
of fellows) who ought to be making brooms 
for the Government Is chuckling at his clever- 
ness in getting up this middleman bleeding 


stunt, which does not appear to run counter 
to the law. 

We know the emall-brained youngster who 
wanted the mailing list never conceived of 
this general proposition—'tis too big. He is 
merely a tool, working for the iconoclast, who 
probably told him that the best way to get quick 
results lay in securing such lists. In all prob- 
ability the youngster is one of several hundred— 
or thousand—acting as agents for the master 
schemer, who, himself, secured them thru adver- 
tisements or mailing lists, 

But we are inclined to believe that the master 
crook overshot his bolt. We think the cleverly. 
concealed implication that the staff members 
who prepare the melodies for these masterpleces 
are merely arrangers who had something to do 
with the songs mentioned will not convince the 
authors of the numbers quoted as bait for the 
suckers. If they are the redblooded fellows 
we believe at least some of them are we have a 
hunch that somebody—or group of somebodies— 
will find it expedient to substitute another list 
of songe for sucker bait. 

We know you're busy with the war and 
traitors, you wonderful men in Uncle Sam's in- 
vestigating bureaus, but we'd really appreciate 
it greatly if you'd devise sone way of ridding 
the music fleld of this latest acquisition to the 
ranks of the sharks—the man or men behind the 
middleman, 


@ew MUSIC BUILDING 


Chicago, Oct. 6.—With the Sheridan Music 
Co., a new concern, taking space at 143 N. 
Dearborn street, which already houses another 
music publisher, this building at the corner of 
Dearborn and Randolph streets seems likely to 
succeed the Randolph Bullding ae the rival of 
Cohan’s Grand Opera House in tbe matter of 
accommodating main and branch music offices. 
The location speaks for itself. When the new 
Statelake Theater shall have been completed it 
will be necessary for publishers who want to 
remain in the limelight to be located In the 
neighborhood. There is a general belief that 
the theatrical district, which had a tendency 
to move south, will again be established on 
Randolph street. Tho the building mentioned is 
a very old one this fact, in itself, commends it 
for professional purposes, as there is less Ilkeli- 
hood that objections to plano playing at all hours 
will be sustained. 


THOMPSON STARTS OUT 


Chicago, Oct. 6.—Billy Thompson, erstwhile 
professional manager for Remick, who has been 
identified with the cabaret booking field for sev- 
eral seasons, has taken a plunge Into the music 
publishing field on his own hook with a song, 
entitled Goodby, Pretty Baby. 


MILITARY LEADERS WRITE 


Chicago, Oct. 6.—Many band leaders in the 
Army employ, probably because they feel that a 
companion of soldiers is better qualified to pre- 
pare numbers for their use than outsiders, have 
composed songs of martial flavor. Most of these 
composers are not famous men, like Sousa, but 
are chaps who were never before heard from as 
song writers. They are not disconcerted when 
standard publishers do not take their output. 
but tranquilly proceed to publish their composi- 
tions under their own imprints. 


COUNTERS OVERWORKED 

Chicago, Oct. 6.—The public Is fighting shy 
of buying counter songs not because they do not 
sound pleasing at demonstrations, but because, 
recently, so many songs unheard of in vaudeville 
or where music is usually heard have been 
flung on the counters that visiting a popular 
music store, instead of acquainting music lovers 
with the latest hits, puts them into tonch with 
bundreds of compositions competing for counter 
supremacy, not one of which bas been worked 
upon professionally. Buyers for the syndicates 
appear to be purchasing according to the pro- 
fessional accomplishments of Individual songs. 
Yet the syndicates claim they are adhering to 
the rule that nombers are not purchased until 
they are ‘in demand.’’ Several dozen songs, en- 
Joying counter prominence, could be mentioned— 
not one of which has created any sort of demand. 


NEED WESTERN OFFICES 


Chicago, Oct. 6.—It is readily apparent that 
many Eastern publishers are making a grave mis- 
take in refraining from opening Chicago offices. 
For the purposes of this article it would not 
be politic to mention names, but there are at 
least three New York concerns which have put 
forth exceptionally meritorious numbers. Yet 
they are unheard of in Chicago, It is false 
economy to overlook the opportunity to get num- 
bers started in the great Middle West—where 
most of the music Is sold. 


LIKE FAST SONGS 


Chicago, Oct. 6.—Performers are showing a 
marked preference for ‘‘fast’’ songs which makes 
it likely that lovin’-dance numbers will again 
be in vogue before long. The ‘Dixie’ songs 
have been worked to death and there is reason 
to believe that performers would. welcome the 
lovin’-dance type written in a new vein that 
would permit them to go thru the syncopated 
delsarte that made many singers famous a few 
years ago. 


GOES OVER IN NEW YORK 


Chicago, Oct. 6.—F. J. A. Forster, head of 
Forster Music Publishers, is the happlest man 
on earth, because bis recent trip to New York 
convinced him that Missouri Is as big a bit tn 
the East as it proved in the West.

ART CENTERS 


Matebing one city against another to deter- 
mine relative standards of musical art is a 
ridiculous procedure at best. Inasmuch as art 
is a question of quality, pot quantity, mere 
numerical preponderance proves nothing. or 
course, the finger of scorn may be pointed at an 
exceptionally large community with an in- 
congruously low musical representation, but so 
few instances of this can be found in America 
that this phase of the discussion hardly enters 
into consideration, Musical art is rich in rep- 
resentation. Yearning for musical education 
seems universally manifested, Truly, there is 
“po east, no west, no north, no south” in mu- 
sical America, There are certain communities 
in which the organization of musical education 
and demonstration js better regulated than in 
others, but art standard should not be Judged 
accordingly. The lone enthusiast in a small 
village who strives to awaken public interest is 
deserving of far more credit than the feted art 
master in a populous center who comes into the 
limelight year after year for repeating a well 
established order of things, There should be 
creater intercourse between the various art cen- 
ters, so that heretofore unrecognized organizing 
talent may come Into its own. This is where 
the work of papers like The Billboard comes in. 
With a ecatholle policy of deeming all musical 
centers of equal importance, supported by edl- 
torial willingness to give credit where credit is 
due, each issue of the weekly performs valuable 
service in bringing together the component parts 
of musical America, This editorial alchemy can 
pot be overestimated and musical history may 
attribute to it po small measure of the advance 
in musical art. 


It began to look as if Minneapolis would not 
have its famous Symphony Orchestra this sea- 
son until eighty local business men took mat-

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THE LEGITIMATE STAGE 


CONDUCTED BY THEODORE A.LIEBLER JR. 


Every morning and evening the dally press 
bombards us with shrieking warnings against 
enemies within. They have been found to 
honeycomb our daily ®@fe, to have defiled our 
most sacred institutions with their insidious 
scheming, to have permeated every trade and 
profession. And it behooves every trade and 
profession to look about within its confines to 
root up those that are doing the dirty work of 
the Hobenzollerns and to stamp out the sparks 
they may have scattered, 

There Is no call to propagate any wild spy- 
phobia such as spread thru Paris and London in 
the early days of the great war, for the spy 
that worked In the old-fashioned obvious melo- 
dramatic way is almost obsolete, and the bomb- 
thrower may safely be left to the efficient 
secret service, In our own provinee, for in- 
stance, there are no papers to be stolen, unless 
they be the ground plans of a new Belasco pro- 
duction, and those would be of slight service to 
Von Hindenburg in his dreams of conquest. 
But the more subtle colleague of the spy of 
melodrama, the propagandist, can not have 
failed to realize how fertile a field he has 
before him In the theater and on the picture 
screen—and he will do bis darndest to put 
something over once every so often, It will 
repay us to scrutinize closely everything that 
smacks of his handiwork, and so subject those 
responsible for its publication to the most rigid 
examination. 


The men and women who take the pay of the 
Kaiser no doubt include many capable of writ- 
ing plays and scenarios that are technically 
worthy of presentation. In the legitimate thea- 
ter it will be difficult for them to get away with 
anything seriously damaging. Unpopular propa- 
ganda does pot pay in play form. The failure 
of The Pawn, a Yellow Yerll melodrama, is a 
case in point. Its theme is of the game kind as 
those used by German propagandists to misdirect 
American energies and plant suspicion against 
the motives and good will of our allies. It was 
promptly hooted down by the critics and was not 
patronized by the public. 

In pictures, however, another condition pre- 
vails. The producer who was caught with a 
scenario that he turned into film before the 
American entry into the cockpit is confronted 
with the alternative of scrapping his negative 
and prints and pocketing a loss of from ten to 
thirty thousacd dollars, or of putting it 
into a program, thus recouping his expenditures 
while placing the brunt of the popular disfavor 
the showing of the picture may create upon 
the exhibitor ¢hfortunate enough to secure the 
film as a part of the service for which he has 
contracted, 

The other day the writer happened in on an 
astounding picture. It was not a new picture, 
tho Its release came after the American decla- 
ration of war, 

In this picture the heroine, engaged In secret 
service work in Paris for the German govern- 
ment, undertaking the work thru noble mo- 
tives, is caught and brutally condemned to 
die on the strength of circumstantial evidence 
and an anonymous accusation. We have here 
in short a repetition of the Cavell case with 
the roles reversed. Instead of the borrible Hun 
in the role of the villain the heroine’s perse- 
cutors are cruel apd crafty Frenchmen. For- 
tunately for her, however, there are a num- 
ber of noble Germans scattered thru the pic- 
ture. A brave, chivalrous Teutonic prince risks 
death to save the woman he loves, leaves the 
comparative safety of the German General 
Headquarters to re-enter Paris in disguise. 
Here he finds splendid allies among his con- 
federates, who have obtained positions of re- 
sponsibility in the French army, fn the prison 
and even In the Department of Justice. Thanks 
to German chivalry a plot to ensnare the Ger- 
man hero by using the heroine as a decoy is 
defeated and the girl is borne off in triumph 
to live happily ever after in the land of the 
Hohenzollerns. All the villains im the piece 
are Frenchmen, all its heroes Germans. The 
only bad man among the sples is a traitor- 
Frenchman. Playing the German game, the 
power of Wilhelmstrasse is shown to be omnl- 
Present, Invincible. e 


The reception of the amazing picture was 
amusing. It was shown ip a theater frequented 
by persons of more than average intelligence. 
Despite the splendid qualities given the Ger- 
man hero, there was a burst of applause when 
he was about to be apprehended by an onrush- 
ing group of men in French uniform, followed 
by a gasp of shocked surprise when the French 
soldiers proved to be German sples who had 
‘ernowered the detachment that bad been sent 
to seize the spy, tied them up and taken away 
their uniforms, 

The effect of the showing of such a picture 
‘s of course damaging to the exhibitor. His 
patrons are not aware of the circumstances 
eoverning bis receipt of the picture for exbibi- 
tion, and naturally believe that he bas person- 


ally selected this particular picture ont of a 
great assortment to present it for their delight 
and edification. 

Under the circumstances it is squarely up to 
the exhibitor to take the law into his own 
hands and if the producer does not immediately 
withdraw the picture from circulation those 
exhibitors who are taking the service and who 
have not yet had this dangerous picture thrust 
before them should demand its withdrawal. 

There are other pictures that deserve similar 
treatment. Pictures that belittle or slander 
our allies, pictures that deal with the so-called 
Yellow Peril, for instance, should at once be 
withdrawn from circulation no matter how in- 
nocent of such intention their producers may 
be. They are all doing their bit in the service 
of our enemies. When caught they should be 
ruthlessly destroyed. We can’t line films against 
an adobe wall, but they would make a glorious 
bonfire. 

This department does not see many of the 
pictures that are forced upon the exhibitor who 


not on invested capital but on borrowed money. 
The excess profit tax will exact sixty per cent 
on all corporation incomes in excess of thirty- 
three and one-third per cent of the invested 
capital, after making a smaller levy on smaller 
percentages. Many a theatrical corporation 
Pays Do dividends at all, the customary thing 
being to count on one corporation to recoup the 
losses that the stockholders may have suffered 
in two or three others, Under these circum- 
stances theatrical investors are entitled to an 
abnormally large percentage on the propor- 
tionately few winners that come their way. 
Thus a_ successful play, capitalized at ten 
thousand dollars, may make sixty thousand in 
a year, and pay for three or four flivvers. But 
under the new law over thirty thousand of the 
sixty thousand goes to the Government in taxes, 
and the theatrical manager must count on pro- 
ducing one success in two ventures to break 
even, instead of having a margin of one in 
three or two in five as formerly, 
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Man Who Came Back 


1s deprived of the privilege of selection thru 
his acceptance of program service. It will 
welcome therefore any information about pic- 
tures similar to that deseribed, go that it 
may help to brand them for what they are. 
Picture people bave been generously treated 
in the taxation measure, largely on the 
strength of thelr promise to aid the govern- 
ment thruout the present crisis. Let them not 
offer ald and comfort to the enemy thra the 
publication and distribution of his propaganda. 


Speaking of the taxation measure, which has 
just gone to the President for his approval, it 
may be worthy of notice that the greatest bur- 
den it places on the theater is not the ten per 
cent super tax on admissions, which will be 
cheerfully contributed, but on the excess profit 
taxes, which will hit the small capitalized the- 
atrical concerns a very serious blow. For the

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DIAGNOSIS AS 


A SPECIALTY 


A Paper Read Before the American Association 
of Progressive Medicine at Its Sixth 
Annual Convention 


By GEORGE STARR WHITE, M.D., Los Angeles 


{This paper has so much in it that is in 
line with the work that is being now done thru 
the chautauqua that we are glad to reproduce 
that part of thie paper which we think the pub- 
lic is interested in. We are sorry that space 
will not permit us to give the entire paper. 
We are compelled to omit the twenty-three 
clinical cases as described by Dr. White, and 
content ourselves with the one on tuberculosis. 
—Editor.] 


Of all the branches in medicine, probably 
diagnosis is the most important. As to whether 
the diagnosis is right or wrong often means 
the life or death of the patient. 

I am aware of the fact that many practition- 
ers of the healing art say it matters not what 
the diagnosis is. They say they treat the symp- 
toms and not the disease. In many instances 
the diagnosis is not at all important, but by 
citing actual cases I shall try to prove that a 
correct diagnosis meant a cure in many cases, 
while symptomatic treatment. would have 
meant death or no relief from symptoms. 


The axiom, “Treat the man that’s got the 
disease and not the disease that’s got the man,”’ 
always holds good, but it is of the utmost im- 
portance to know how to treat the man. No 
doubt this axiom, uttered by one of our greatest 
medical philosophers, meant that we should re- 
move any impediment and aid nature in every 
way possible to treat the man that had the 
disease rather than treat the named disease 
that maybe had the man. 


Treatment, of course, is of next importance 
to diagnosis, but as this paper is dealing with 
diagnosis the treatment will be mentioned only 
in brief, and as a secondary consideration, to 
prove that my diagnoses were correct and that 
the ‘“‘specialty diagnostician’’ was in error. 

Diagnosticians can be divided into two classes 
—general diagnosticians and ‘‘specialty diagnos- 
ticians.’’ 

Every diagnostician should be a general diag- 
nostician, as the ‘‘specialty diagnostician’’ is 
too often narrowminded His work makes 
him narrow. He can hardly see beyond his 
own specialty. He is in many instances a 
dangerous person to consult In the past few 
years I have met hundreds of people who have 
been sent to me after going to very many 
“specialty diagnosticians.’’ In every case each 
diagnostician had diagnosed the patient as being 
affiicted according to his own specialty. 

If a person is sick in one part of the body 
every other part of the body is more or less 
affected, but the specialty diagnostician too 
often says that the main cause of complaint 
centers in his own specialty. 

Single lady, 32 years old. For about three 
years she had suffered from ‘‘dyspepsia.’* For 
two years she had suffered from extreme ner- 
vousness, She consulted several ‘‘stomach 
specialists,"’ who told her the trouble was 
eatarrh of the stomach. She tried all sorts of 
remedies and followed the advice of the various 
physicians whom she consulted, but continued 
to grow worse. She finally went to a physician 
who does nothing but stomach work, and he said 
nothing would prevent her having ulcer of the 
stomach except a long fast or a modified fast. 
He prescribed about two ounces of orange 
juice every alternate hour and every other al 
ternate hour a teaspoonful of milk of magnesia. 
He prescribed an enema consisting of one quart 
epsom salt water twice daily and a teaspoonful 
of olive oil every night. He said this plan 
must be followed out to the letter for forty 
days. 

After the patient had followed it for four 
days she became so weak that a_ perfect 
stranger, seeing her in one of our parks, advised 
her to come to see me. I found her quite 
emaciated and very weak. Wer family his- 
tory showed no tuberculosis, and her personal 
history was negative up to three years ago, when 
she began to have digesiive troubles, 

According to my Bio-Dynamo-Chromatic find- 
ings she had tuberculosis, and by the same 
method I located the lesion in the middle lobe 


of the right lung and told her so, She could 
not believe it, as she had never had any of the 
popularly known symptoms of tuberculosis. 1 
made it emphatic that I knew my findings were 
correct, and told her she could use any method 
she wished to prove it. I advised her to im- 
mediately begin a common sense dietetic measure 
for tuberculosis and not delay a day. 

As far as I can learn as soon as she left my 
office she went to a lung specialist, who told 
her that she had no tuberculosis, and to prove 
it he used all sorts of methods to make her 
cough, and irritated her throat to test her 


Right here I wish to bring out most em- 
phatically one point that seems to be over- 
looked by nearly every diagnostician, and that 
is that finding tubercle bacilli in the sputum, 
without other indications, does not prove that 
the patient has tuberculosis any, more than 
finding sugar in the urine proves they have dia- 
betes mellitus. On a windy day any person 
walking along the streets cannot help but in- 
hale more or less tubercle bacilli, especially in a 
thickly populated city. I have been told that 
one well-known bacteriolagist made the experi- 
ment of testing his own sputum after walking 
thru a densely populated part of New York City 
on a windy day. I believe he found over twenty 
varieties of pathological micro-organisms, in- 
cluding tubercle bacilli. ‘ 

It is when the invasion of the tubercle bacilli 
becomes too great for the resistance of the host 
that the Bio-Dynamo-Chromatic method of di- 
agnosis shows the condition. So far as I can 
ascertain this is the only method that will en- 
able the physician to detect this pathological 
condition at its very beginning. 

CONCLUSIONS 

My experience in general diagnosis teaches me 

that common sense must be the greatest factor

sputum,- As he could not find any tubercle 
bacilli in the sputum he said my diagnosis was 
wrong. She told me over the *phone what this 
man had said, but I told her that I was right. 
Just before I left for the East she called me 
up on the ’phone and told me she had been to 
an x-ray laboratory and had an x-ray picture 
taken of her chest, The x-ray man told her 
that the middle lobe of the right lung showed 
a large area which he considered to be tuber- 
culous. She said now she was satisfied that my 
diagnosis was correct, and would follow out my 
advice for treatment. 

This is a very typical case, and we are con- 
tinually having similar cases brought to our 
attention. The ordinary laboratory methods for 
diagnosing tuberculosis do not appear to be 
any better than they were twenty years ago, un- 
less it is that the x-ray helps out in many cases. 
When it comes to the very onset of tuberculosis 
every laboratory method so far used has been 
proved to be absolutely worthless. I might say 
that I have many cases sent to me where the 
diagnosis of tuberculosis is apparently erroneous, 
as symptoms are often simply digestive disturb- 
ances and nervousness. 

The majority of all cases of tuberculosis, if 
diagnosed at the very onset, could be cured if 
common sense methods were employed. Waiting 
to find the tubercle bacilli will in time be con- 
sidered criminal practice, as it should be. When- 
ever you are in doubt as to the diagnosis of 
tuberculosis and if you have any suspicions 
that tuberculosis exists treat as if you had found 
tubercle bacilli. Do not wait. Delays are 
extremely dangerous in this condition. Had 
the lady above referred to carried out the plan 
of the stomach specialist she would doubtless 
have died inside of another two weeks. 


AIDING THE GOVERNMENT 


President Woodrow Wilson, in a letter to 
George Creel, Chairman of the Committee on 
Public Information, has approved the suggestion 
by Creel that the various departments, bureaus 
and commissions of the Government, togetber 
with many State and private organizations, co- 
operate in a campaign to educate the people to 
the needs of the present national situation thru 
the medium of the chautaugua and other plat- 
forms. 

This means that the entire power of the 
Federal Government will be behind this move- 
ment and that it will make itself felt this 
fall and winter from the speaking platforms. 

The President heartily approved the suggestion 
that Arthur E. Bester, president of the Chau- 
taugua Institution, be secured to direct this 
work, He paid a tribute to Mr. Bestor, and 
said such a campaign should ‘‘give to the peo- 
ple that fullness of information which will 
enable and inspire each citizen to play intel- 
ligently his part in the greatest and most vital 


struggle ever undertaken by selfgoverning na- 
tions,.”’

CITY OR TOWN COUNCIL 


Should Appoint a Committee on En. 
tertainment—Its Relation to Busi- 
ness, Health and Morals of 
a Community

Inability to co-operate has for ages been a 
barrier to human progress and a stumbling 


block to high endeavor, The patriarchs realized 
this fact, but were unable to solve the in- 
tricate problem of co-operation, in that they, 
too, were reluctant in joining hands to seek 
a staple and universal solution. From the 
four corners of glorious America come the ap- 
peals of its moral people to abolish the un- 
clean in its countless forms, but, may we ask, 
‘what active steps are these people taking 
aside from sending up a wail from Macedonia, 
‘Come over and help us’?’’ 

These moral people in question perchance re- 
side In a smaller city ruled by a body of men 
whose sole ambition is to draw a big round 
of applause for having accumulated a_ well- 
rounded municipal fund A glance over the 
treasurer's books will probably show that a 
handsome portion of this fund has been ob- 
tained from qu¢stionable entertainments, which 
are invariably able and willing to pay heavy 
license for the privilige of practicing their 
profession upon the young people of that town 
and community. The cost—ruination and disease 
spread broadcast among the pure and happy 
homes. I would to God that every town 
might forever remain insolvently pure in 
preference to being loathsomely rich, but not 
until the transports which convey the offal of 
the underworld are sunk will the young m4&n- 
hood and womanhood of our communities be 
safe 

The newspaper is too often a ‘“‘city hall 
organ”’ instead of a public benefactor; afraid to 
upbraid wrong lest by so doing it lose the 
work of publishing the proceedings of the ad- 
ministrative body.

We note, however, that in only rare instances 
the list of guarantors for qa chautauqua or ly- 
ceum movement is headed by the Mayor of the 
city for that city. The city ‘‘dads’’ will mean- 
while hold a brief conference and agree, without 
hesitancy, to permit a fourth-rate aggregation 
of scum to pitch its tents in the town for a 
stipulated sum, and thus with their official 
consent goes the morality and virtue of many 
of our young people. 

The chautauqua bureaus of our jiand should 
guard well the name they bear. The custom of 
attaching the name ‘‘chautauqua”’ or “lyceum” 
to bodies or collections of mediocre talent 
is one that is doing the meritorious talent a 
serious injury, for the latter must shoulder 
the yoke of inefficiency which rightfully be- 
longs to another Cities and their officials 
would perbaps harken to the appeals for co- 
operation in securing chautauquas were all the 
latter true to the significance of their name. 
A thoro housecleaning of chautauqua and lyceum 
organizations is imperative, and when this task 
is done the educational forces can conscientious- 
ly urge the small town councils to pledge a 
commendable amount toward the incoming of 
the clean, moral and intellectual under the name 
of ‘‘Chautauqua."* The city can give the chau- 
tauqua much, but the real chautauqua can give

He says: “As these reports are ab- 
solutely false and without the slightest 
truth, I am taking the liberty of asking 
you to publish the denial in your paper. 


“The men who are speaking under 
the auspices of the Four Minute Men 
in the motion picture and vaudeville 
theaters are patriotic citizens who are 
anxious to help in this crisis and have 
volunteered their services without re- 
ceiving any reward other than the sat- 
isfaction of knowing that they are 
aiding the Government. The maragers 
of the motion picture and vaudeville 
theaters have co-operated in this work 
to a degree which shows that they 
place their patriotism above selfish 
motive. Altho the Four Minute Men is 
operating under authority from the 
Government, it does not receive any 
financial assistance, the expenses being 
paid by contributions from patriotic in- 
dividuals.

talent plays galore in his home town, Yonder 
is a country editor from a Wyoming town, whc 
got married one week, settled down to run the 
town paper the next, and a few days found him 
diked out in khaki and off for the training 
camp. That good-looking young fellow there 
was digging coal in Ohio before Uncle Sam called 
him to a better job, and he is not ashamed te 
sit side by side with the son of an ex-Mayor of 
Milwaukee at the mess hall, 

‘Have you ever played any of the W. V. M. 
A. Time?’’ queries a brightfaced fellow from 
Chicago, who knows the backstage technique as 
well as the Y. M. C. A. secretary knows his 
Bible, and the talent on the Redpath-Vawter 
System, where he traveled the past summer. 
These vaudeville performers and evangelistic 
workers become boon companions at the can- 
tonments, and thus is the democratizing leaven 
of the army breaking down caste in every im- 
aginable way. 

The work is new—wonderfully new—but the 
War Work Council of the Y. M. C. A. is amaz- 
ing even the heads of the army in its rapid 
grasp of the situation, Faster than the canton- 
ments can be built secretaries and talent are 
being furnished to give recreational and spiritual 
nourishment to the homesick boys. 

At Camp Dodge Ia., I entered the hall and 
found several hundred boys thronging the build- 
ing, reading magazines, writing letters and post 
ecards, and investing their savings in money or- 
ders to send home. Hundreds of thousands of 
sheets of tlag-decorated stationery are furnished, 
and the desks are always filled by boys eager to 
send the gossip of the camp per the next post 
to the dear ones. 

Suddenly one of the boys mounts the platform 
and strikes the piano keys, and instantly a 
chorus surrounds the player and the boys chime 
out the familiar notes of Mother Machree, The 
Long, Long Trail, or some familiar Civil War 
melody, And how those do sing! At some points 
the general committee of the War Council are 
providing a general director of music, who will 
have charge of all the musical events of the 
camp, directing choruses, organizing quartets, 
leading the soldiers in community singing and 
producing minstrel shows and other clean diver- 
sions, 

One can not appreciate the real need of the 
work that the Y. M. C. A. is doing until he has 
visited a number of the camps, where no women 
at all are seen—just one mass after another of 
men in khaki, being put thru their paces, mak- 
ing visits back and forth to the city, writing 
letters home or listening to the entertainments. 
Every moment during the day must be filled, for 
there is no such thing as idleness in camp life— 
and, indeed, one can see that idleness would be 
suicidal. The monotony would get on the 
nerves. 

Right generously the lyceum talent is re- 
sponding to the call to donate services at the 
camps. The difficulty encountered so far seems 
to be in the arrangement of schedules from 
headquarters. This is due to the fact that many 
of the buildings are yet unfinished. I had the 
pleasure of opening Building No. 10, at Camp 
Funston, Kan., the general secretary of whom 
is our friend Everett M. Hosmon, well-known 
platform superintendent for several years on the 
Standard circuits. There were speeches by 
General Hunter, General Secretary B. B. Pratt, 
Secretary Hosmon and others. The interest and 
enthusiasm on the part of the boys was won- 
derful. 

Talent with open time can do no greater 
service than to donate as much of it as possible 
to this much needed work. Yes, it will entail 
some little inconvenience and sacrifice—what no- 
ble work does not? But the reward in genuine 
appreciation and a new thrill is enough to give 
you a new sort of tonic for the routine work 
before mixed audiences,

OREGON STATE FAIR BREAKS 
ALL PREVIOUS RECORDS 


Total Attendance Estimated at 121,000—Exhibits 
and Attractions Surpass Any Ever Seen at 
Salem—Secretary Lea Anticipates 
Big Things for Next Fair 


Salem, Ore., Oct. 6.—The fifty-sixth annual 
Oregon State Fair, which closed bere last Satur- 
day, was the biggest and best agricultural, in- 
dustrial and educational exhibttion in the 
fifty-six years’ history of State fairs in Oregon. 

From the opening day the previous record 
attendance was broken, the estimate fer the 
week being 121,000. This is 10,000 above the 
total attendance last year, which at ihat time 
surpassed all previous totals. The estimated 
attendance by days for this year’s fair fcl'ows: 
Monday, 6,000; Tuesday, 10,000; Wednesday,

The thirty-second annual fair of the Clinton 
County Agricultural Society, of Plattsburg, N. 
Y., closed its gates Friday, September 14, after

THE DUTTONS 


Narrowly Escape Death in Peoria Ac- 
cident 
Peoria, Ill, Oct, 6,—The Duttons, society 
equestrians, who were filling an engagement at 
the National Implemeat and Vehicle Show ane 
International Soil Products Exposition, held 
here last week. narrowly escaned death at the 
fair grounds last Saturday when the roof to 
the barn in which their horses were quarterea 
and their dressing rooms were suddenly caved 
in without warning, dropping 150 men and boys, 
who bad climbed on the roof to witness the 
races, in a heap some thirty feet below. The 
Duttons were in their dressing rooms prepar- 
ing to go on with the act when the crash came, 
and it is indeed miraculous that they escaped 
without injury. The only damage done to the 
act was the demolishing of the buggy used in 
the act and one or two slight cuts on the horses. 

No one was killed in the crush, but twenty 
one of those on the roof were injured, some 
with broken legs and arms, 

Quoting from the local press: ‘‘The two 
Dutton sisters, Winnie and Adeline, both 
dressed for their act in front of the grand 
stand, administered first ald to a large number 
of the injured and resembled Red Cross workers 
as they plied their way among the hurt with 
water and towels.”’ 

The Duttons came to Peoria from Chippewas 
Falls, Wis., where they were the big feature 
free attraction at the Northern Wisconsin Yair. 
They have one of the finest acts that has ever 
been seen on any fair grounds. The leading 
feature of their act here was the stunning act 
of riding on two handsome milk-white horses. 
Misses Winnie and Adeline, two charming girls 
in striking costumes, and James Dutton, for- 
merly a famous bareback rider from Ringling 
Brothers’ Circus, compose the troupe, in addition 
to several attendants. A magnificent white 
Arabian horse, ‘‘Woodrow Wilson,” valued at 
$7,000, was used in the act here, being ridden 
by the flag bearer who preceded their per- 
formance. 


CENTRAL NEBRASKA FAIR 


Grand Island, Neb., Oct. 6.—Altho the 
weather man was not very kind, the Central 
Nebraska Fair, held here September 18-21, was 
a success, and from a standpoint of real worth 
to agricultural and live stock interests of the 
State, surpassed any fair yet held by the Cen- 
tral Nebraska Agricultural Society. The pro- 
gram each day consisted of from three to four 
races, the Kealaki Hawaian Singers, Olga Celest 
and her trained wild leopards and Baxter Adams 
in two sensational airplane flights. 

t seems that the Central Nebraska Fair and 
bad weather go hand in hand. While other 
aviators have been booked at the fair in former 
years the weather never permitted a flight, and 
the public around Grand Island had become skep 
tical regarding aviators. Knowing this, Baxter 
Adams took more than ordinary chances in his 
first flight. With the wind blowing a gale he 
made the ascent, and just as the official an- 
nouncer, Fog Horn Clancy, was telling the people 
seated in the grand stand that Adams would 
probably not attempt anything in the way of 
fancy flying on account of the wind, the daring 
aviator cut loose with everything on the calendar 
and won the admiration of every spectator.

formerly filled by the big ones. ‘These se-and- 
class bands, altho farly good, are not satis- 
fying audiences accustomed to having only the 
best. As a result interest in these bands is 
on the wane. 


Another reason: Our town bands have greatly 
improved in the last ten or fifteen years, In 
these days it is no uncommon thing to find 
really good bands of thirty or forty wen in 
little towns of five thotsand and up, vhere 
formerly ten or twelve men constituted the 
Small town band. Many of these towns pay 
a leader from $75 to $100 a month, and his 
salary is guaranteed by the city, instead of 
the uncertain method of private subscription. 
During the past summer I was offered two 
such places at a thousand a year. I had a 
good opportunity to listen to the weekly con- 
certs of these bands last summer in Teras, 
Oklahoma and Kansas. Some of them were 
very good, indeed. and even went so ‘ar as 
to introduce vocal selections and quartettes 
with band accompaniment. That is one of the 
reasons why many of the foreign concert bands 
with freak leaders are losing out. Interest in 
the ordinary tronping bands is also on the 
wane, principally because of their inferiority 


listen to how they play their marches—faster 
than the clatter wheels of hell and equally as 
much out of time, 

Sometimes they are made to parade on a 
hot day in heavy red uniforms, to intensify the 
fiery heat of the sun, drawing nothing Lut the 
pity and contempt of the towners, and drawing 
nothing for the show. And, to make it still 
worse, they are supposed to spread out about 
twenty feet apart, entirely out of ‘:earing of 
each other, making it practically impossible to 
play either in tune or in time together. 

These fast tempos and long spreads are telics 
of a barbarous age, when men were ignorant 
and thought that sound was instantly heard, 
regardless of distance, when they did not know 
that it takes five seconds for sound to go one 
mile, and that there is a quarter of a beat 
difference in time between the extreme ends of 
the band. All of these thing and many others 
have been thoroly explained in The Musical 
Messenger in the past four years. I shall 
take up suc® subjct but briefly in 
columns owing to limited space,

and the bad -way in which they are handled 
by inferior leaders and mismanaged ty show 
owners who broke into the business yesterday. 
A very common mistake is to give the pvblic 
too much of the free sample, causing them to 
become satiated, and often nauseated, by caco- 
phonic dyspepsia. 


Imagine a little band of eight or nine lusty 
boilermakers appearing on the streets twice 
daily for a week, or sometimes two weeks. 
Imagine also the stereotyped announcement 
which goes with it twice each day. Can you 
wonder that the people get tired of it and 
look upon us at first as a mild nuisance and 
finally as a decided bore? I am speaking new 
of the average repertoire tent show bands. 
Some of them have. no altos, but if they do 
have one he is so loud and raucous that he is 
actually painful. Imagine such a band trring 
to play selections without harmony or filling of 
any kind to relieve the harsh blare of the 
strong army trombones and the blatant, siort- 
winded cornets, who never sustain their Icng 
notes, and those inflicted on the public twice 
a day for a week or two. Can you ask why 
the public has grown tired of them ard why

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IMPORTANT DECISION IN 
PICTURE CONTROVERSY 


Federal Court in New York Finds Blumenthal 
Picture Encroaches on Material Used in 
Herbert Brenon’s Fall of the 
Romanoffs 


New York, Oct. 6.—The fine line of distinction 
between copyright trade-mark infringement and 
unfair competition was drawn with unusual nice- 
ty by Judge Charles M. Hough, in the Federal 
District Court, who has just issued a restraining 
order which will prevent Ben Blumenthal, the 
Export and Import Film Company and Isaac E. 
Chadwick from using anything of a nature 
similar to the material found in Herbert Bren- 
on’s photoplay, The Fall of the Romanoffs. The 
order prevents them from reproducing any photo- 
graph of Sergius Trufanoff, better known as 
Niodor, the Mad Monk, in any costume used in 
the Brenon play and from using any title similar 
to that of the Brenon play. 

The order of restraint followed the application 
made by Mr. Brenon and the Iliodor Picture 
Company that such an order be granted. They 
presented applications to show that Mr. Blumen- 
thal had copyrighted the title of his photoplay as 
Ivan, the Terrible, 

In granting the order Judge Hough said in 
part: 

“Ivan the Terrible was not a Romanoff and 
the sixteenth was different from the twentieth 
century, even in Russia. But when a copy- 
righted play js registered as The Fall of the 
Romanoffs, and Iliodor is a prominent character 
therein, defendants’ acts in advertising The 
Tyranny of the Romanoffs, with Iliodor, are 
nonsense, unless intended to create the belief

LEAHY AWARDED JUDGMENT AGAINST 
EPOCH 


A Sureme Court jury recently decided that it 
was thru the efforts of William H. Leahy that 
the sale of New England rights to The Birth of 
a Nation picture was consummated, and that 
he should therefore be given a judgment against 
the Epoch Producing Co. for costs and 5 per cent 
of the net receipts, which amounted to $66,000. 
Judgment was granted Leahy for the sum of 
$3,314.13. 

Leaby maintained that it was after an agree- 
ment with Mr. McCarthy of the Griffith staff 
that he succeeded in selling the New England 
rights to Louis B. Mayer and his associates. 


FOX GETS INJUNCTION AGAINST BRENON 


Brenon Cannot Refer to Annette Kellerman and 
Theda Bara as “‘Brenon Stars”’ 


Papers in an injunction suit by William Fox 
served upon Herbert Brenon alleged that Brenon 
had unlawfully used the words, ““Brenon Stars,”’ 
in connection with advertising films in which the 
two stars appeared. 

In affidavits made by Annette Kellerman and 
Theda Bara both actresses denied that they had 
at any time made contracts with Mr, Brenon, or 
had ever worked for him, 

In his answering affidavits Brenon stated that 
he was employed by Fox in the capacity of 
general director, and that it was thru his efforts 
that the success of The Daughters of the Gods, 
and other pictures, was assured. In the Mem- 
oranda of Law filed by Mr. Brenon'’s attorney 
the point was made that the advertising of one’s 
former achievements is contrary to law. Judge 
Pendleton granted the injunction. 


PUNCH & JUDY THEATER CO, SUES FOR 
ACCOUNTING 


In their suit demanding an accounting of the 
protite of the film, Treasure Island, the Punch & 
Judy Theater Co, alleged that they had, at a 


great expense to themselves, produced the pic- 
ture, Treasure Island, after the story by Robt. 
Louls Stevenson, and that one Theodore B. 
Sayre, aware of the large sum expended for ad- 
vertising, etc., produced a second pictare of the 
same title. 

The Punch & Judy Co. maintain that they 
have exclusive right to the title, Treasure 
Island, and thereby are entitled to the profits 
made by the exhibition of the second picture, 
and ask an accounting, 

In his answer Sayre makes a general denial. 


METRO AND ESKAY IN COURT 


In the suit for an accounting filed in the Su- 
preme Court by N. Y¥. Metro Film Service, Inc., 
against Eskay Harris Feature Film Co., the 
Metro Co. Claims that thru an arrangement 
made with the Alco Film Corp. they became 
sole N, Y¥. exhibitors of the Keystone picture, 
Tillie’s Punctured Romance, in which Charles 
Chaplin and Marie Dressler were featured. 

The answer is a general denial, the Eskay Co. 
were within their rights in exhibiting the film. 

The Alco Co., who had the exclusive agency, 
went into bankruptcy in January, 1915. 


GOLDBERG DENIED APPEAL 
Appeal from the recent decision in Isaac Gold- 
berg against Popular Pictures Corp. was denied 
in the Supreme Court, with costs.

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PLAN DISTRIBUTION OF 
BIG PATRIOTIC FEATURE 


Ten Companies To Handle All-Star Production— 
Exhibitors Urged Not Only To Show Epi- 
sodes, But To Advertise to the 
Greatest Possible Extent 


New York, October 6.—The complete plans 
fer the distribution of the AllStar fea- 
ture production, which has been made for 
the purpose of boosting the Second Liberty 
Loan, have been perfected by the Com 
mittee of the National Association of the Mo 
tion Picture Industry, appointed to co-operate 
with the secretary of the treasury in this im 
portant work, Tle production consists of five 
distinct episodes, each 500 feet in length, and 
of each of which there will be 100 prints. Many 
national celebrities, including the President of 
the United States, appear in the picture together 
with more than forty of the greatest artists of 
etage and screen. Everyone of the stars who 
appear in this picture donated his or her services 
free of charge as a patriotic undertaking, and 
the companies at whose studios the pictures 
were taken and in whose laboratories they were 
prepared for distribution have given their serv- 
ices without thought of compensation. 


Distribution of the finished product is placed 
in the hands of the committee of which Adolph 
Zukor igs ehairman; the other members of which 
are Marcus Loew, J. B. Brulatour, W. W. Irwin 
and George K, Spoor, This committee has ar 
ranged for ten of the largest distributing con 
cerns, all of which are members of the National 
Association of the Motion Picture Industry, to 
handle the actual distribution of the pictures 
thru their various exchanges. In order to avoid 
any possibilities of confusion each episode has 
been assigned exclusively to two of the ten 
companies as follows: The first episode will be 
handled by Universal and Vitagraph; the second 
by Metro and Paramount; the third by Fox and 
Goldwyn; the fourth by Pathe and Triangle; the 
fifth by World and Select. Each of these ten 
companies will have fifty prints of the particular 
episode, which it has been designated to hanille. 


Under this arrangement it will be necessary 
for any exhibitor who desires to run all five 
episodes to get into immediage contact with 
either concern in tbe respective five groups 
which are handling the distribution. In other 
words if he wishes to run all five episodes he 
must obtain the first cither from Universal or 
Vitagraph, as he finds more convenient; for the 
second he must apply either to Metro or Para- 
mount; for the third either to Fox or Goldwyn, 
and so on, until be has completed the fire epi- 
sodes, 


It is pointed out by the committee that there 
is no order or sequence in these five episodes 
and that they have been numbered consecutively 
only for a matter of record and in order to 
facilitate their distribution and identity. The 
fifth can be shown first just as well as that 
which bas been designated No, 1, and any ex- 
dibitor who finds it impossible to show all five 
reels can show any one of the five. 

Exhibitors are earnestly req:ested to facili- 
tafe the handting of these pictures to the great- 
est possible extent, and it is particularly called 
to their attention that the pictures are dis 
tributed te them absolutely without any cost to 
themselves, inasmuch as there is no rental 


charge and the express charges are borne by the 
respective exchanges. 

In view of the fact that t » campaign will 
close on October 28 it would | a very serious 
matter for any exhibitor to de ity unnecessarily 
the forwarding of the print from his house to 
the next one in which it is to be shown, and 
the committee is very anxious to impress upon 
all exhibitors the great importance of handling 
the entire campaign with the greatest speed 
possible, 

The picture itself was produced under the 
supervision of the treasury department, and the 
sanction of that department has been obtained 
in connection with every episode depicted in the 
production with every detail of the handling of 
its distribution. Herbert C. Rawll directed the 
actual staging of the production, in which the 
following notables and stars appear: President 
Wilson, Secretary of the Treasury William C.

DEFEAT HIGH SHOW LICENSE 


Bridgeton, N, J., Oct. 6.—An attempt to 
shut out circuses and carnivals thru prohibitive 
license fees was made by the local Merchants’

license for circuses at $175 per day and for 
carnivals at $75 for the first day and $50 for 
each succeeding day; also doubling the theater 
and motion picture licenses and fixing fees for 
itinerant and transient amusements. 

After a public hearing, at which the peo- 
ple’s views in favor of the circus and carnival 
were strongly expressed, City Council promptly 
‘*killed’’ the sections of the amendments re- 
lating to these shows, but retained the higher 
theater and picture licenses, and fixed fees 
for other amusements as follows: Vaudeville 
show, $10; museum, $10: automatic machine 
exhibit, $10; traveling street band, $5; hand 
organ or street piano, $2.50.

Fort Worth, Tex., Oct. 5.—Trainloads of show

P. A. Powers, treasurer of the Universal 
Film Mfg. Company, was unanimonsly chosen 
as the Commissioner for France. Walter W. 
Irwin, general manager of the Vitagraph V. 
L. 8. E., was requested to take the commission- 
ership for Russia, and he hopes to be able to ar- 
range his personal and business affairs so as to 
accept by Tuesday, at which time the appoint- 
ihents are to be filed with President Wilson.

was this all. When the climax of the tirade 
was reached audible mutterings came from all 
parts of the hall, seconding the spirit of the 
speech and interspersed with cries of: ‘*That's 
right’’—"‘Ochs ought to be kicked out,”’ etc. 

The meeting was called for the purpose of 
getting some concerted action on the music tax 
situation, but it hadn't proceeded far when it 
was revealed that the organization is sadly 
lacking in centralized authority and motives 
and that many members employ individual ten- 
dencies in considering paramount questions which 
bid fair to make constructive action an utter 
Impossibility. 

The discussion had floundered along hope- 
lessly, questions as to what the national or- 
ganization is doing to combat the rapidly spread- 
ing triumphs of the Composers, Anthors & 
Publishers’ Soclety meeting with evasive re- 
plies when Gold took the floor. 

Without mincing words the plucky exbibitoer 
got straight to the point, declaring it would 


be useless fur the chapter to consider ways and 
means of overcoming the activities of the mu- 
sic seciety, inaswuch as everybody koew that 
no real action had been taken on far more im- 
portant questions. Gold said it was nonsensical 
to assume that the national order would sup- 
port the chapter in apy way, inasmuch as it 
bad failed to do anything in dealing with the 
question of the deposit system, of far more 
importance to the exlibitor than the music 
question. 

“Why didn't Ochs keep his promise?’ asked 
the angry speaker, pausing a moment to perwit 
any defender of Ochs to reply. He then 
pointed out that Ochs had promised definite 
action for September and October, but that no 
definite action bad been taken. Gold pointed 
out that the music tax for an entire year is 
offset by the unjust manner in which the ex- 
hibitor is bled on a single film. He asserted 
that many exhibitors had told him that they 
paid little attention to the music tax because 
it is comparatively small, while they were 
praying for relief from the unjust deposit sys- 
tem. He then repeatedly asked why Ochs had 
to keep his solemn promises, shout- 
ing: ‘Does Ochs think he's using a lot of 
people for fools?" He pvointed ont that the 
manufacturers had gradually raised their rates, 
with no effectual resistance on the part of or 
ganized exhibitors, saying: ‘“‘Why dvesn't Lee 
Uchs come out like a man?" 

At this point others present gave vent to 
admiring approval, as Gold summed up Ochs’ 
many unfilled promises. He had issued an un- 
answerable indictment of Ochs’ methods when 
a point of order was called for and supported 
under the plea that the body had assembled to 
discuss the music tax and nothing else. 

Something was said of the necessity of ex- 
hibitors getting together, it being pointed out 
that the inability to do so bad already split the 
organization, when Ludwig Schindler, who had 
served as manager of the Chicago Exposition, 
said: “‘When you speak of exhibitors getting 
together you're referring to Utopia."’ He ven- 
tured the prephesy that they never would get 
together. 

Chapter President Joe Hopp tried his best to 
conduct the meeting in a dignified manner and 
get some definite action, but, in several in- 


stances, the spirit of those present approached 
the heckling stage, questions being asked con 
Stantly as to just what co-operation could be 
expected from the national order—questions 
which Hopp vainly endeavored to answer in a 
satisfying manner. 

Hopp read a list of local exhibitors who had 
capitulated to the Composers, Authors & [l’ub- 
lisbers’ Society, including Ascher Bros., Orten- 
stein, Jones, Linick & Schaefer; Schaefer Bros., 
Schoenstadt and Katz & Balleman. After Hopp 
made a speech explaining the situation George 
Levy, chairman of the Music Tax Committee, 
said the exhibitors must take a definite stand. 
He expressed tbe belief that a vigorous fight 
would whip the music society within six months. 

Many present expressed chagrin at the action 
of members who had signed up with the music 
society without consulting the organization, styl- 
ing them traitors to the order. Some exhbibiors ex- 
plained how they had permitted McCarthy- 
Fisher boosters in their theaters and bad re- 
fused to admit Watersun, Berlin & Soyder and 
Remick wen, including Egbert Van Alstyne, the 
composer, who bad said that be was no mem- 
ber and that he would not sign up witb the 
society. It was pointed out that the average 
pianist ‘“‘fakes,’’ frequently running into copy 
right music unwittingly and that orchestra lead- 
ers considered it impossible to adbere to music 
of tue publishers not in the society. 

Seeing that the reins were slipping from him 
Hopp cried: “We must cease to make of our 
organization a farce. I'd rather have fifty men 
‘pn it who'd stick than 200 who wouldn't.’’ He 
predicted a photoplay authors’ tax, also, if the 
members would capitulate to the music society 
and was then heckled as to just what co opera 
tlon could be expected of the national organiza 


uon. 

When Schindler spoke he also referred to the 
fact that most of tbe big exhibitors care lit- 
tle about what happens to other members of 
the organization. He said he thought people 
who own more than three houses should be 
barred. He declared it human nature to be 
swayed by personal motives, saying: ‘“‘If any- 
body offered me money the b——l with the 
league.”’ : 

Exbibitor Abrahams bitterly arraigned the ex 
hibitors who bad ‘“‘signed up’’ without consult 
ing the organization, saying that they'd ask 
for protection when driven into @ corner, but 
think nothing of letting personal motives get 
the best of them. 

Gold later suggested the novel line of attack 
of discharging orchestras in theaters and thus 
forcing the musicians’ union to aid the own- 
ers, but it was regretfully pointed out that only 
six local exhibitors of hundreds with orchestras 

long to the league. 
wines ganaeren clearly intimated that those 
present could expect but little assistance from 
the national body and suggested that Illinois 
act independently. Gold seconded this idea, 
saying: “Let's fight it out—vour national officers 
ron't do anything.”’ ; 
wafter cousbievabte juggling a motion, the 
spirit of which was to Sight the music tax by 
co-operating with independent publishers, was 
passed, with subsidiary motions in which ex- 
hibitors were exborted to run advertising slides 
announcing that they were using so-and-so’s mu- 
oe rade papers were scored during the meeting, 
it being claimed that they’re swayed by ad 
vertising considerations and that they’d fight 
for the music tax if the music society would 
give them advertisements.

some basis upon which to base an appeal in 
December, at least for the exemption of tax on 
ten-cent admissions. 

“The exemption of five-cent admissions only 
was, in my opinion, a mistake. Five, ten, fif 
teen and twenty-five-cent theaters should have 
been exempted or no theaters should have been 
exempted. It is not the best thing for a busi- 
ness which is trying to elevate itself to en- 
courage their lowest form of work and place the 
burden upon those who are trying to raise the 
standard. 

“The prices of food commodities have con- 
tinually climbed and the prices of almost every- 
thing have been advanced. It appears now that 
admission to motion picture theaters will have 
to be raised. There is nothing to do between 
now and next December but make the best of 
the situation and prepare to intelligently show 
by carefully compiled figures that the tax on 
ten-cent theaters should be eliminated in De 
cember.

Any diagnostician who diganoses simply ‘“‘to 

acur” with the opinion of someone who calls 
him is a eriminal, 

I bave found that many diagnosticiens are 
“heelers’’ or “frunners in” for surgeons, 

Nose and throat specialists too often lay all 
ailments to the tonsils. Nature put the tonsils 
it the gateway of the upper opening of the 
throat to protect and stand guard. It seems to 
be a vicious fad to take them out, No one has 
improved upon nature yet, and no one ever 
will, I could fll a big book with case records 
of those whose tonsils had been called ‘‘bad,” 

rotten,” “cesspool,”’ “poison carriers,’’ etc., 
in order to disgust the owner and induce him to 
be operated on, Is not commercialism at the 
bottom of the “‘tonsil scare?’ 1 think it is, 

Gynecologists too often try to frighten their 
patients into the idea that they have cancers. 
Only recently a very well-known gynecologist, 

open meeting in New York, advised all doc 

tors to send every woman, young or old, to a 
gynecologist at least once every six months to 
be examined for ‘“‘growths,"* and if a “lump” 
was ever found to call it “cancer,’’ as the 
public had not been educated to know that can 
er could be “‘cured’’ only by radical operation 
Imagine the mental condition of women if ther 
had cancer impressed on their minds and 
planned for a “‘thoro going over" every six 
months to see if they were free from the ‘‘dead 
ly lump.” 

Every physician should know how to diag- 
pose in a general way. Every diagnostician 
should be a gepveral diagnostician, for the body 
18 an entity must be diagnosed to arrive at the 

rrect conclusions. 

Every consultant should mentally place him- 
self in the position of his patient and ask him- 
self how he would want to be advised in case 
their conditions were reversed. 

Keep the Golden Bule uppermost in yonr 
minds and cultivate common sense, and don't 
ignore nature and natural methods, 

In concluding this paper I want to volce the 
sentiments of Judge H, W. Canfield, of the Su 
perior Court of Whitman County, Cal. In an 
address before the Medical Society on the sub- 
ject, “The Family Physician From the Lawyer's 
Viewpolnt,"’ be sald, as reported in The Med- 
jeal Sentinel: 

“The serious responsibility of advising a 
surgical operation should never, in my judg- 
ment, be assumed by any man who would per- 
form or in any manner profit by the operation, 
and that whenever you are consulted as to the 
necessity or propriety of an operation you 
should be debarred from performing or profiting 
by it by the ethics of your employment. 

“Every operation which results in the death 


of the patient from tbe operation is bomicide, 
both as a matter of law and as a matter of 
morals. It is no excuse either in law or in 


morals to eay the patient would not bave 
long survived, That could be said with truth 
f every patient and of every human. None of 
us can long survive, yet not only the law but 
cood morals fixes the responsibility for homicide 
upon the proximate cause of death, and I am 
persuaded that the surgeon and his Innate desire 
to cut Is the proximate cause of many a death. 

“I therefore urge that you make it one of the 
articles of your religion never to perform, er 
assist In the performance of, or profit by, an 
operation about the advisability of which you 
have been consulted."
